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I. Summary: 

This legislation re-creates the Air Pollution Control Trust Fund without modification.  The Air 
Pollution Control Trust Fund, FLAIR #37-2-035, is administered by the Department of 
Environmental Protection.  This fund was last re-created effective November 4, 2000, by Chapter 
99-96, Laws of Florida. 

II. Present Situation: 

The Air Pollution Control Trust Fund was established for funding mobile surface air pollution 
monitoring and control programs; odor and toxic air pollutant identification; monitoring and 
control activities; and other stationary source program activities.  Sections 320.03, 376.60, 
376.08725, 403.0873, and 403.518, F.S., provide revenue sources for the trust fund.  These 
sources of revenue include asbestos and air emission operating fees, motor vehicle tag fee, and 
federal grant funds.  According to LAS/PBS data, receipts to this fund for FY 2002-2003 were 
$31.3 million. 

III. Effect of Proposed Changes: 

This bill re-creates the trust fund without modification.
